corollary to this question, another inquiry is heard, That inquiry is: 


“Did she really do it?” 


HE girl's answer to the first question is that she 
does not know why she set the fire, and that 
it hardly seems to her that she can have done

80 destructive and murderous a deed as ‘the burning, 
at midnight, of a crowded family hotel. 

But a corroborative circumstance is present. The 
gir] did attempt, three nights after the Berlin fire, 
to set fire to the Windermere Hotel. At least, it 
is hard to account in any other way for the Diazing 
towel which her employer, the Rev. W. J. William- 
son, found hanging within her transom when he 
burst open her door at 2 a. m. last Tuesday. 


Clear Case, Seemingly, Yet

‘In psychology, alienism and criminology, believe the 


confession does not settle it. Ther believe ‘an ex- 
planation of the confession, and of the last fire, 
ean be found in the excitement of the former fire, 
and of previous nervous shocks, and in the pressure, 
insistent though in no way harsh, which Was used 
in obtaining the confession. 

Among the persons who incline to this view of 
the case are Fire Chief Swingley, who has made 
ae careful study of the Berlin fire; Dr. Mary A. 
Crehore, an osteopath, who has been treating Bar- 
bara Arnold for lack of appetite: J. S. Hibbard, a 
Survivor of the Berlin fire; J. I. Epstein, a well- 
known real estate man; and Dr. Edward F. Brady, 
Secretary of the St. Louis Society of Medical Re-

(2) That the same shock, and the conscious- 
ness of having set the latest fire, caused her, 
under the influence of repeated suggestion, to 
imagine herself guilty in the former case, and 
to make and sign a confession.

Her 
mother, who is assistant housekeeper at the Frisco 
Hospital, says the girl is 16. 

Last February she answered an advertisement 
for a nursegirl. The address was that of the Park- 
view home of the Rev. Dr. Williamson, pastor of 
the Third Baptist church. The girl was engaged,

With reference to the burning of the 
Berlin Hotel last’ Friday, I wish to state that 
several nights before the hotel was destroyed 
by fire, or about the Monday night before it 
was destroyed, I started a fire in the linen 
room of the hotel, which room was adjoining 
my room on the second floor. I took a match 
from a little dish that was on the sewing ma- 
chine in my room'and stepped out of my room 
about 10:30 o’clock. The door of the linen 
room was standing open and I pulled a portiere 
or curtain of the linen room apart and stepped 
inside. 

There was some soiled linen laying on the 
floor of the room; I struck the match and put 
the burning match under some of this linen. 
Then I went back to my room and I remained 
up. About three or four minutes later I heard 
people coming up the stairs, The fire was ex- 
tinguished by the colored watchman. I jicame 
out of my room and went over to Dr. William- 
son’s room. Dr. Williamson was not in his 
room, but was in the buijding. Mrs. William- 
son came over to my room. The fire wap out 
by that time and Mrs. Williamson went: ‘back 
to her room. 

Then I went back to my room and went to 
bed. Mrs. Williamson did not say much of 
anything to me; she came over, looked at the 
fire, then asked me if I had heard the people 
coming up and asked me if I smelled any 
smoke, and I said yes. 

Mrs. Begg did not come up, I think Mra. 
Beem and Mrs. Brown. were out. After put- 
ting Mrs. Williamson’s daughter, Virginia, to 
bed about 9 o'clock that night I went to my 
room, took off my clothes and took a bath.

A Post-Dispatch correspondent discovers that 
the Calhoun County apple grower is receiving 
but $1 a barrel for his apples, of which sum he 
has to pay out 40 cents for the barrel and 30 
cents to pickers. However, the cost of the barrel 
of apples has fricreased to $4.50 by the tithe it 
reaches the St, Lotiis cofistimer and to 50 cents 
a, peck if purchased in smaller quantities. The 
correspondent might have extended his in- 
quiries to what the orchard man receives for 
cider. It costs the St. Louis consumer more thah 
milk—9 cents a quart or 36 cents a gallon—and 
much of it is watered in a scandalous fashion no 
milk dealer would dare to imitate.

“The skimming of trashy n “he sald, “is a 
sort of disease that incapacitates the readers from 
getting any good from bookea If anyone falls 
into that Rabit it is almost as bad as ‘boozing,’ 
and etern measures are necessary for curing it. 
I am sorry that a good deal of modern fiction isa 
not-merely worthless, but polsonous.” 

The dean condemned French novels as being un- 
true to life in France or anywhere else, 

“Te be addicted to reading them,” he said, “is 
a vice; to manufacture them is a crime It ts de-

And 
it must be said that if this most ambi- 
tious of American comic operas is des- 
tined to live as a permanent success the 
major part of the credit must needs go 
to the Damrosch score, which is bril- 
‘liantly joyous at times, more than once 
genuinely impressive, possessing much 
vf the melodic appeal that makes for 
widespread popularity, yet never un- 
worthy of @ composer and symphony 
conductor whose first a’legiance ig to the 
best in musical art, There are many 
little somg numbers and one lovely 
waltz that may be frankly enjoyed by 
the multitude. 

There is one big orchestral feature, 
the rousing intermezzo, “‘March of the 
Militant Suffragettes,”” which fairly 
clamors for rapturous reproduction in 
the records of all the world’s player- 


are several other ensemble vocal’ num- 
bers headed by the fervidly patriotic 
finalle,.“For U. 8, Spells US, By Jingo” 
that are rich in harmony and bigger 
humor, an excellent singing combina- 
tion, by the way. Damrosch undeniably 
has “risen to the occasion’ in essaying 
a comic opera score, The very best of 
“The Dove of Peace” is that which he 
has given to it. 

Librettist Irwin strives valiantly to in- 


story as may be possible to a poet- 
humorist peculiarly gifted in the gentle 
art of facile jingling.

Whether he has so garbed his 
and Damrosch’s story in that brilliant 
attire of laugh-provoking dialogue and 
pleasingly humorous or sentimental ly- 
rics necessary to place “The Dove of 
Peace’ on the world’s master roll of 
success of comic operas remaing to be 
geen. At. present it -looks extremely 
doubtful. 
All Hangs on a Kiss. ‘ 

The play’s swry concerns itself with 
what happens because of the fact that 
one Willie Petruchio Perkins, born in 
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Elizabeth, N. J., and known as “The 
Unkissed Child of Peace,” has it in 
his power to make all the world averse 
to war, and therefore a mollycoddle 
world, merely by kissing a young wom- 
an before he shall have reached, the age 
of 25. V8tllie’s mother has warned him of 
this mysterious spell attaching to his 
possible osculations. He knows the uni- 
versal penalty that must be paid in 
the event of his yielding to tempta- 
tion. In spite of all, however, there comes 
a fateful moment during the Amer- 
ican invasion of the Island of Guam. 
when, to save himself and his sweet- 
heart from destruction by the flerce na- 
tives, he implants a hasty salute on the 
lips of the girl he loves. 

The occult spell works with hair-trig- 
The American soldiers 
engaged in forcibly subduing the Gua- 
mites instantly lay down their weapons. 
A swift transformation scene changes 
the tropical Guamese background into 
a stage painting of a land Where war 
is unknown, A majestic Temple of 
Peace is the central feature of this new 
setting. All the sons of Adam become 
mollycoddles. 

But, alas! the daughters of Eve have 
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not similarly been “gentled” Into the 
non-combatant class! Quite the reverse, 
indeed. The battle cry of the militant 
suffragettes is heard In the land. They 
declare war on. all men. Again the 
scene changes. We behold the august 
Senate chamber of the United States— 
and into this legislative holy of holies 
marches an invading army of truly ter- 
rifying Amazon suffragettes. The grave 
and reverend Senators, reduced by the 
“Willie Perkins spell’ to the most ab- 
ject mollycoddlery, are helpless to re- 
sist. They abdicate and are placed on 


Ieee by the suffragette supermen. 


And if Love, the love of men for wom- 
en for men, hadn’t intervened to save 
the men right then and there, there’s 
no telling what would have been their 
ultimate fate. Mappily, too, it is dis- 
covered at this same moment that the 
spell placed on “the unkissed child of 
peace” isn’t really valid, since, because 
of the difference in tima between Eliza- 
teth, N. J., and the Island of Guam, 
that spell’s time-limit had actually ex- 
pired before the hero kissed the heroine 
for the saving cf both their lives. 
Wherefore the last curtain falls on a 


world where war and woren alike are; 


replaced in their proper. stations. 
Fun Sometimes Missed Fire. 


There you have the story of “The 
Dove of Peace,’’ It's a story that calls 
for a wellnigh complete surrender to the 
appeal of sheer fantasy. Yet, as may 
be seen, it gets a grip now and then

n Antiquated Theory. 

During Pennell’ s recent visit -o Amer 
ica, for in recent years he has spent 
@ great part of his time in Europe, 
I had the opportunity of discussing with 
him a number of interesting points 
in regard to the possibilities of America 
as a field for the modern artist. Upon 
my suggesting that, rightly or wrongly, 
some people credited him with the vicw 
that America contained nothing worthy 
of the painter’s brush or the etchar's 
needle, he made a quick and hearty de- 
nial, 

“Well,” he sald, “I thought the an- 
tiquated theory that American artists 
ean find nothing to paint in Amurica 
was exploded. As a matter of tact 
American is picturesque, wonderfullv 
picturesque. Of course it doesn’t follow 
that every town is picturesque.” 

“Boston?” I ventured. 

“Certainly not; Boston is NOT /pic- 
turesque, and that’s all there is to it. 
They seem to think chere that the 
State House is holier than the Acropo- 
lis, and the Bunker Hill monument than 
the column in the Place Vendome— 
well, they aren’t, that’s all; the State 
House MAY be a fine building, I don't 
know, I couldn’t find any place to see 
it from, and, as for the Bunker Hiv 
monument, the Washington monument 
makes it look like a factory chimney. 

‘What can you expect in a town thet 
has a law against high buildings? After 
all it’s the skyscraper that, under 
varying conditions of light, mist, 
smoke, steam and so on, is the great 
picturesque element nm t&he modern 
American city. 


Skyscraper of Babel. 
“T’ suppose the first skyscraper was 


the Tower of Babel, and at later time 
Florence adopted that type of archi- 
tecture; but it ie In the United States 
that this form of building hag reached 
tts highest perfection. People compare 
the harbor of New York. with Venice; 
well, I think the view of lower New 
York from a steamer or ferryboat is 
a million times finer than any view in 
Venice, 

“There’s a view you get just for a 
moment as you leave the South Ferry 
for Staten Island—it's just a glimpse, 
but it gives you a view up Broadway, 
a sheer cut from top to botton, and 
it's one of the most striking things in 
the werld. Then, if you will loek down- 
town from Blagkwell’s Island Bridge, 
you'll see a superb skyline formed by 
the new Municipal Building, the Wool- 
worth Building, and that big building 
with @ pyramid on the top; that’s 
something new, absolutely new? and it’s 
wonderfully inspiring. 

“That's where you get the contrast 
with Boston.

Forest Park to solve the zoological 
problem, according to George E. 
Dieckman, acting chairman of the 
Animal Committee of the Zoological 
Society, who, in a report made public 
yesterday, announces the _ indorse- 
ment by Park Commissioner Davis of 
a plan to give St. Louls a unique so0- 
ological garden. 

Dieckman’s report, outlining the 
plan, which provides for the emanci- 
pation of the animals without their 
removal from Forest Park, follows: 

“I am glad to be able to report that 
Robert H Kelser and myself, repre- 
senting the Animal Committees, this 
week had, with Park Commissioner 
Dwight F, Davis, a long conference 
in the course of which all differences 
were adjusted. Henceforth the Park 
Department and the Zoological So- 
clety can work {n perfect harmony. 
Mr. Davis has assured us that he fa- 
vors the improvement and enlarge- 
ment of the present zoo in Forest 
Park. 

Animals to Have Freegem. 

“A plan whereby the Forest Park 
Yoo ean be developed into the most 
unique zoological garden in the world 
has been worked out sufficiently to 
show its practicability and has been 
approved by Mr. Davis. Tropical ani- 
mals, as well as animals of other 
climes, instead of being imprisoned 
in buildings, will be given their free- 
dom in spacious enclosures, each of 
which will*be provided With an arti- 
ficial hill or miniature mountain over 
which the animals of that particular 
enclosure can roam and within which 
they can fing shelter. 

‘The fences or gratings will éxtend 
sufficiently below the surface to pre- 

» @lude all possibility of the escape of an 
animal by burrowing out, and these 
fences, of course, will be sufficiently 

~high and strong to obviate all other 

chances of escape. Although entirely 
unpecessary, a concrete floor may be 
added, if desired, without disturbing 
the natural appearance by covering it 
with earth. Such a floor, of course, 
would enable less depth of fence that 
otherwise would be safe. 

“Artificial hills, in addition to increas- 
ing the picturesqueness, will enable the 
animais to be comfortally housed above 
the level of the surrounding land. There 
can be two entrances to the shelter, one 

_ from within the enclosure, for the ani 
mals, and the other from outside, for the 
public. The enclosure can be divided 

- with grating into three compartments, 
ene, extending from end to end, for 
visitors, facing two others for animals,

To Give Next Seven Days to 
New Jersey Affairs, Then 
Take Steamship Trip.

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 9%.—Presi- 
dent-elect Woodrow Wilson considers 
attention to affairs in New Jersey his 
immediate duty.

This 
means things national that may con- 
cern his future administration will not 
be taken up until late in December, be-

The President-elect believes there is 
no necessity for haste; that py the 
time he is back from his vacation. pub- 
lic opinion on various questions will 
have crystallized, and that then, by 
taking counsel with his advisors, he 
will be able to make important an- 
nouncements about his future policy. 

“I shall have nothing to say,” he 
said, “until I get back. I am reading 
the discussions every day about an 
extra session of Congress. I am giad 
to note the number of prominent 
business men who are expressing. 
themselves.’ ' 

Gov. Wilson saw Princeton. defeat 
New York University at football today 
54 to 0. The crowd gave him a great 
ovation. The moment he entered the 
field there yas a burst of cheering. 
The leaders signaled for the Princeton 
“locomotive” cheer and the students 
gave it with a vim. ' 

Sits With College Chum, 

Princeton graduates flocked around 
him. “Big Bill’ Edwards, Princeton 1900, 
a former football star, and now Street 
Commissioner of New York, was one of 
those who congratulated him. -Present- 
ly Dr. Wilson caught sight of Robert 
Bridges, ’°79, now a magazine editor, and 
beckoned to him. Bridges and the Gov- 
ernor were chums as well as classmates 
in Princeton, and the meeting was a 
warm one. 

Together they sat in the bleachers, 
watching the football game and telling 
stories as of old. 

National Chairman McCombs, Prince- 
ton °98, also joined the party, as did 
Prof. Stockton Axson, a brother-in-law 
ot the Governor, and Dr. Robert Under- 
wood Johnson, a magazine editor and 
poet.

Initial of Young Woman. 

Previous entries made it clear that 
J.“ was the initial of a young woman 
with.whom Balz was in love. One entry 
seemed to bear the-name ‘“Josie,”’ with 
the last four letters partly rubbed out. 
For March 14 the entry was “Met J. 
first time.”” Frequent entries show that 
he called on the girl regularly most of 
the summer, and then, in August, be- 
gins a record of. rebuffs. The word 
“disappointed” appears repeatedly, and 
the efforts to see the girl become more 
frequent as her treatment of him be- 
comes colder. For Sept. 26 eight ef- 
forts to see her are recorded, the hour 
of each fruitless call being set down. 

For Oct. 16, the record is “Attempt 
failure.”” Beside these words is a cross 
with the letter D after it. The en- 
tries for Nov. 1 and the days following 
show fyrther disappointments, and that 
for last Friday is ‘‘Postponed d—— until 
Saturday. 

That the letter D stood for. “‘death’”’ 
was made apparent by his act, and by 
an open letter in his pocket, showing 
long contemplation of his deed and stat- 
ing that he had made a previous at- 
tempt. This letter, written on Planters 
Hotel stationery, read: 

“I will not attempt to explain why 
I have done this. It was the only*thing 
léft for me to do. It would take an en- 
tire volume for me to explain and then 
but very, very few would understand. 

“It is best that I say nothing and leave 
people to form their own conclusions. 
I only wish to make it known that this 
is not the result of an impulse, but I 
have contemplated it since I was 12 
years of age, and that this is my sec- 
ond attempt, I sincerely trust I shall be 
successful. AL BALZ.” 

Not Regularly Employed. 

A poem entitled “Elegy,” written by 
Furnley Maurice, was found in his 
pocket. One of its verses was: 
“Better to die ere the red bud has burst 
Than know the grief of petals withered; 
Than watch the slow death of the voice 

you nursed, 

And face the world with all thine im- 
pulse dead.”’ 

A sealed letter addressed to a brother, 
Leonhard Balz, an assistant at the Pub- 
lic Library, was in his pocket. A news- 
paper clipping told of Balz’s wrestling 
exploits and showed that he claimed the

160-pound class. He had wrestled with 
Max Luttbeg and other well-known ath 
letes it appeared.

Other clippings and diary entries re- 
ferred to Balz’s career as a vaudeville 
strong man and high diver.

Because Alonzo Hogan of Collinsville 
formed himself into a volunteer hu- 
mane society of one to protest against 
the performance of an operation upon 
a horse in a public street, he was 
acquitted by a.jury in the Edwardsville 
Circuit Court yesterday of the murder 
of the surgeon, Dr. E. M. Herrin, an 
Edwardsville veterinarian. Hégan 
struck Dr. Herrin upon the head with 
a clothes prop when his reproaches were 
unheeded. 

Dr. Herrin was summoned from his 
home in Edwardsville May 22 to treat 
& horse in Collinsville. Finding theré 
was insufficient light in the stable, he 
led the animal into a side street opposite 
Hogan’s home. 

The latter rushed out and demanded 
that the operation be stopped, as the 
sight of it was distressing to his wife. 
Dr. Herrin, without replying, continued 
at his work. Hogan ran into his yard | 
and returning with the prop struck the 
veterinarian from behind as he knelt in 
the street. He died that night of a 
fractured skull. 

Neighbors attempted to disarm Hogan, 
but he threatened them with the pole. 
His brother-in-law, William Ostle, final- 
ly took the weapon from _ at the 
point of a shotgun. 

Hogan, whose wife sat one him 
hand in hand during the trial, testified 
that he had become momentarily insane 
at beholding an operation upon a horse 
in public, but that he did not intend or 
expect his blow to kill Dr. Herrin. 

The jurymen, under the law, were pro- 
hibited from discussing the means by 
which they reached their verdict.

While the fire was in progress Harry 
Kassebaum, son of August, and Harry 
Waenger, a friend, found Miller appar- 
ently hiding behind a ne sa in the 
rear of one of the burning res. Mil- 
ler’s clothing was afire and he had 
seven burns on his body. He fought the 
two younger mén as they dragged him 
fram the burning. building and smoth- 
ered the fire on his clothing. 

Young” Kassebaum and Waenger 
thought at the time ‘that Miller had 
been trapped in the burning building, 
and losing his head had sought . to 
shield himself from the flames behind 
the counter. They took him to the 
Kassebaum home, where he had a room 
on the third floor. There Kassebaum’s 
daughter, Catharine, found him dead, 
hanging from a joist, when she went. to 
call him yesterday morning. 

Kassebaum’s. saloon, grocery, imple- 
ment and feed stores were all destroyed 
ir: the fire. It was thought at first 
that the fire had started in an auto- 
mobile shed adjoining the string of 
stores and that Miller had merely gone 
to the scene with others from the 
Kassebaum home. 

Now Suspected of Arson. 

None of the Kassebaums, however, 
can now remember having seen Miller 
start from the house, and since he 
killed himself there has been genera: 
speculation whether he had not sudden- 
ly become irrational and started the fire, 
or started it from some motive. _ 

Kassebaum is known as the straw- 
berry king of St. Louis county.

MKELVEY VISITS 
18 HOTELS; NONE 
“OBEYS FIR FIRE LAWS 


Building —— De- 
clared Midnight Blaze in 
Any of a Number of West 
End  Hostelries. Would 
Cause Panic, Probably 
Death. 


FLAGRANT VIOLATIONS 
ARE POINTED OUT 


City Official Declares State 
Inspectors Issue _ Certifi- 
cates Sometimes Without 
Even Visiting Rooms. 





A midnight fire in any one of a num- 
ber of West End family hotels, Build- 
ing Commissioner McKelvey declares, 
would mean confusion, panic, a vain 
search by some guests for exits and the 
probable loss of lives. He hes reached 
these conclusions after *a ‘personal in- 
spection of the family hotels and other 
hotels, 18 in all, in various parts of the 
city. 
Not one of the 18 hotels; McKelvey 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday, 
was fully living up to the provisions of 
the State and city fire and hotel laws. 
Amotig the particulars in which they 
fall short, he said, wis @ lack of gongs 
to awaken guests, lacks of signs and 
red lights indicating fire escapes and 
the blocking of the fire escapes by 
locked bathrooms. In the smaller ho- 
tels, where the law requires only ropes, 
he said, the ropes are generally missing. 
Inspections Perfunctory. 
These conditions have been O K’4, 
McKelvey found, by State hotel in- 
spectors, who gave the proprietors and 
managers, after having collected the fee 
of $10 from them, certificates of in- 
spection, sometimes without even the 
formality of inspecting the building. One 
Market street hotel keeper told Mc- 
Kelvey that all the State Inspector had 
done was to come frito his office, chat 
a while with him, write out*the cer- 
tificate, roll a cigarette and collect the 
$10. ; 
“To get the hotel men and women 
managers to understand the dangers 
that lurk in noncompliance with all the 
laws for protection against fire is going 
to be our hardest task,” said McKelvey. 
“We expect to be forced to take a 
great many of them into court. 

“You can’t make the hotel mau 
see the fire than is to burn down the 
building, in an warepaired fuse box. 
Yet a fuse box that is not in proper 
condition is liable to burst into flames 
at any moment. You show him the 
heaps of olly rags, papers and. othr 
inflantitable refuse that I found in 
so many bagements and he wil) only 
smile at the suggestion of spontane- 
us combustion and inform you that 
it is removed regularly every week 
or month or so, 


Safety of Houses Held Lightly. 

“The gongs, red lights and firé es- 
cape. signs in corridors seem to b« 
regarded as a sort of red tape. It 
is hard to show the manager that if 
there are no gongs the flames may h: 
in control before the guests are 
aroused. 

“The. guests, belatedly awakenei. 

terror stricken rush into the dim cor- 
ridors. They. have forgotten where 
the fire escapes are or they never 
knew. There are no beacon red lights 
beckoning them to a safe exit; 0 
signs on the wallg and at the inter- 
section of corridors to point the way 
to them. 
“Finally some do find the way to the 
fire escapes. But when they get to ‘he 
end of the aisle, they find that they 
have run into the closed door of a 
guest’s room or a bathroom, or th:2re 
is a wardrobe in the way or a parti- 
tion. or the passage is filled with 
trunks.. There is no quick, ready and 
open way out. When the realization 
of this comes to the trapped victims the 
panic increases. And all these things 
might be prevented by a simple com- 
pliance with the laws and recommenda- 
tions of the persons executing them.” 


Conditions Dangerous. 
Thé tnspection of the hotels has been 
made by McKelvey to discover whether 
conditions at the burned Berlin Hotel, 
which he and Fire Chief Swingley se- 
verely censured when three persons were 
burned to death there a week ago, ex- 
ist to any great extent in other family 
and transient hotels in St. Louis. 
He says he has found that they do 
so to an alarming degree. McKelvey 
says much of the responsibility for this 
must be placed on the State Hotel In- 
spectors, who issue licenses to the hotel 
proprietors and managers, authorizing 
them to continue to conduct their es- 
tablishments In the same old way. 
“If the State inépectors, " gaid McKel- 
vey, “would make rigid inspections of 
the buildings and then refuse to issue 
the licenses where they knew conditions 
were not what they should be, they 
could either put the hotel: proprietors 
and managers out of business, or com- 
pel them to comply with city and State 
laws.”’ 

Telis of State Inspection. 
Charles Carrea, proprietor of the Glen- 
wood Hotel at Twentieth and Market 
street, complained to McKelvey when 
the commissioner was being shown 
through the building that a state in- 
spector had already examined the hotel, 
found {t O K ana given him a cer- 
tificate of inspection.

In some the exits were at the 
end of rooms, suites of rooms, and 
bath rooms. Some of these rooms 
were closed and the doors locked. 
In all of them, McKelvey assumed, 
the rooms were probably locked at 
night. 

Where the fire escapes were not 
concealed behind rooms, partitions 
had purposely been erected, appar- 
ently to shut off a Cisagreeable 


view. If there were no’ partition 
or room blocking the way, then— 
in these eight hotels—the way was 
blocked either by a huge ward- 
robe in the hall, piles of j{runks 
or stored furniture. 





Lack of Fire Safeguards | 
Found in Eighteen Hotels

In most of them there were 
piles of refuse In the basements 
which McKelvey said favored 
spontaneous combustion. 

Where there were fire .extin- 
guishers in the hallways, the 
Commissioner says that in ‘Most 
cases they had not been re- 
charged for such a length of time 
as to make it presumable that the 
extinguishers would be ineff.«:tive. 

At one hotel the manager said 
the guests considered ropes rub- 
bish and would not permit them 
in their rooms. 

In another hotel the ‘manager 
would not let guests have ropes 
in their rooms because he was 
afraid they would get away with- 
out paying their bills. 


| N no hotel inspected was there

Specific Law Violation.

Firat Sent Spoon te Wife. 

‘At night, on Marcn 27, I put the 
suit case containing 25 sounds of dyna- 
mite in a stair hall on the southeast 
side of the ‘building, and, Mghting «a 
60-foot fuse, went to the station, but, 
finding I had. missed my train, I went 
to a hotel for the night after sending 
@ souvenir spoon te my wife. 

“The next day I went to. New York 
and called at a labor hall in Forty- 
second street. From a man there I 
learned that Webb lived in 123d street. 
I saw Webb at his house and said ‘Ping 
sent me here.’ He replied, ‘Yes, I 
thought you were the man.’ : 

“Webb and I the next day went to 
Jersey City. There was a job there, 
he said, he would rather have me blow 
up than the Hoboken job, but I told 
him Hockin’s orders were for Hoboken 
and I would do nothing else. Webb 
said the boys there had $5000 in the 
treasury they would liké to use up. We 
returned to New York, and the next day 
we went to Brooklyn to look over some 
svork there. Then we went to Ho- 
boken. On the ferry over Webb handed 
me $50, saying it was a present from 
Mike Young. - I -told. him I-needed just 
that much. 

“In Hoboken, Webb pointed out a via- 
duct he wanted me to blow up. I took 
a good look at it, and, returning to 
New York, I got some dynamite there 
and then returned to Hoboken. I put 
the bomb in the best place I could find 
and took the train west. At Pitts- 
burg I sent a telegram to Noel, ‘Sold 
Stock ‘Boston 27; Hoboken. 31.’ 

“When Hockin. was again in Chicago, 
he handed me $350 for the jobs. He said 
he would take out $50 Young ‘had given 
me, for the executive board had charged 
it up. I told him I thought Young had 
made me a present of that. Then I in- 
formed him what Webb had said about 
my doing work for the'New York union, 
as they had money they wanted to 
spend. Hockin said that wasn’t to be 
thought of, as I was working for thé 
executive. board of the International 
union and for no local unions, 

Refused to Obey One Order. 

“In June, 1909, while I was working 
at Evanston, Ill., Hockin appeared, say- 
ing he had a new invention. He said 
hereafter they were going to use nitro- 
glycerin with an alarm clock and bat- 
tery attachment so you could set a bomb 
11 hours ahead and be hundreds of miles 
away when the explosion came, and 
thus prove an alibi. He wanted me to 
put nitroglycerin in the concrete founda- 
tion of a job I then was working on so 
that if later a nonunion firm did the 
steel construction we might easily blow 
it up. I refused. 

‘“‘Hockin said they had tried out the 


-I new invention at Steubenville, O., where 


they caused. explosions; at Cin¢innati 
and at Indianapolis. 

“It was a great success, he said, and 
there would be no more monkey business 
with dynamite and fuses. 

“In response to a telegram in Decem- 
ber of that year, I went to Indianapolis 


and then to Muncie, Ind. Hockin intro- ; 
duced me to J. B. Bryce, who afterward: 


téld me he was J. B. McNamara, broth- 
er of the man I had met in Indiariapolis. 
We' rented a house in Muncie and tried 
to fix it up as a place to hide nitrogly- 
cerin. Hockin, J. B. McNamara and I 
drove to Albany, where 
quarts of nitroglycerin, telling the man 
it was to be used to blow ditches. 
“When I returned to Indianapolis I 


had a talk with J; B. McNamara. He} HE 


told me he had done the Green Bay 


rP(Wis.) job, Later in.April I met him in 


Chicago. He said he was on his way to 
blow up the Utah Hotel, then under con- 


struction in Salt Lake City. On his way 


back from Salt Lake City he showed me 
@ newspaper account of the explosion 
there on April 18, 1910, and giving a pic- 
iure of the destroyed part of the struc- 
ture. He said the union had had a lot 
of trouble out there, and he had made 
a good job of it. 

Caused Mount Vernon Explosion. 

“About this time, they were arrang- 
ing for me to blow up a job at Mount 
Vernon, Ill, with nitroglycerin, but I, 
said I didn’t know anything about nitro- 
glycerin and I was afraid of it. A man: 
had told me the least friction, some- 
times even the twisting .of the cork in 
the can, would set it off. 

“Anyhow, J. J. McNamara had -:ne 
come to the Iron Workers’ headquar- 
ters in Indianapolis, where he brought 
out two four-quart cans from a cup- 
board and began to explain how easy 
it was with the new clock invention.

After trailing the De Paul eleven

Magner and Ahjistrom Star,

“Bill Requiring Wrapping of 
“> Such Goods Should Pass. 


HANDLING IS UNSANITARY

His Department Trying to Bring 
About Greater Cleanliness 

in Bakery Products. 

— 

| “Give us this day our daily bread in a 
sanitary condition’ is the petition im- 
plied in a bill for an ordinance which 
Health Commissioner Starkloff caused 
to be introduced in the City Council sev- 
eral months ago and which he hopes 
will be reported.favorably by the com- 
mittee that has it and passed by the 
Municipal Assembly. 

The bill requires bread and pies to be 
wrapped, all bakery products to be in- 
closed in sanitary containers, and con- 
veyances and boxes to be kept in a san- 
itary condition. 

It is made the duty of every person 
who offers bread or pie for sale to keep 
each loaf of bread or each pie securely 
wrapped in clean paper, which shall not 
have been used before. All other bakery 
products must be kept inclosed in a san- 
{tary retainer uftil such product is 
actually delivered to the purchaser. 

Every person owning or maintaining a 
conveyance to transport bakery products 
must keep such conveyance at all times 
in a-clean and sanitary condition. Boxes 
for bakery products-outside of buildings 
must be kept in a clean and sanitary 

condition and myst have a lining of non- 
absorbent material and shall be proof 
against dirt and dust. Violations would 
be punished by a fine of not less than 
% nor more than $25. 

“No article of food,” Dr. Starkloff 
said yesterday, “is handled in such an 
indiscrimnate and unwholesome manner 
as bread. The big bakeries and most of 
the smaller ones are perfectly sanitary 
and there is no unsanitary handling of 
the bread by employes, but bread is 
carried from the bakeries in trays or 
baskets to wagons, into which it is 
dumped, and carted all over the city, 
exposed to contact with all sorts of 

erms, from which it has not the slight- 
est protection. 

“Flies, the greatest carriers of infec- 
tion, have access to it at every stage 
of its handling until it reaches the con- 
sumer’s table. ~ 

“At the smaller bakeries the driver is 
usually also the hostler.. Me cleans his 
horse before starting out to deliver 
bread. Very probably he handles the 
bread with hands that are powered with 
barn and stable germs. 

“One day last winter, after a heavy 
fall of snow, I.was look out of the 
window of my office when a beauitfully- 
painted bakery wagon, drawn by two 
horses, came by. One of the horses fell. 
The work of drawing the wagon through 
the snow was so hard that the animal 
was covered with froth. The driver's 
hands were in contact with the animal 
im getting it back on its feet. He then 
took out his knife and: cleaned the 
horse’s hoof.. Then he drove up in front 
of a place a few dodrs away and de- 
livered with his unwashed hands five 
loaves of bread. 

“The handling of pies is worse, if pos- 
sible. In the summer they are carried in 
wooden racks on street cars to the sum- 
mer gardens. On the way the germ- 
laden dust of the streets is blown upon 


| them. They attract swarms of flies. 


“Special: interests are opposed to the 
bill, as is always the case with health 
measures. The bakers say no other city 
has such requirements. That is no rea- 
son why St. Louis should not have them. 
St. Louis is one of the cleanest cities in 
the United States. In its death rate and 
its deaths from infectious -diseases it 
ranks with the best. But there is need 
for still greater cleanliness. The Health 
Department is trying to bring this about. 
feveral ordinances have been introduced 
and I am hopeful that they will all be 
passed in spite of the opposition of spe- 
cial interests.’’

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COTTON ADVANCES 


AFTER NATIONAL 
VOTE 1S COUNTED 


Immédiate Loss Is Quickly Re- 
covered and Trading Is 
Very Active. 


The election has overshadowed ev- 
page, else in the cotton market 
this week. Nearly all traders, accoré 
ing to precedent, expected the resu! 
of the election to have some immedi 
ate effect on the market and the 
usual disquietude was felt pending 
the returns. The wish of the people 
was shown by the overwhelming ma- 
jorities returned over al] the country 
for Wilson, Such a universal expres- 
sion of opinion forbids any attempt 
to scare the country into a rf 
and the announcement of the Fresui 
was received quietly enough. 

In New York the market sola off 
slightly, but later regained the loss 
and at this writing is some 60 points 
above the figures ruling at the close 
of last week. Dispatches from abroad 
indicate that the election is gener- 
ally pleasing, and this fact alone will 

rove stimu wis | to international 
rade of all kinds, Naturally this 
should swell the exports of cotton. 

Exports Near Last Season’s. 

At the present time the exports of 
cotton for the season are only some 
for the same 

eriod last year, total to dato 

eing 2,578,000 bales. Last year was 

a record-breaking one in exports as 
well as in volume of receipts, and 
any stimulus to the export trade ig 
likely to cause a proportidhate in- 
crease in the demand from domestic 
spinners, as the latter have seen the 
danger of allowing their foreign com- 
petitors to best them in obtaining 
supplies even from a very large crop, 
such as wag picked last year. 

Although receipts show no sign of 
falling off, crop estimates are being 
reduced to some extent and spinners 
are showing more anxiety about ob- 
taining their cotton. 

A steady demand for cotton goods 
is the rule in nearly all markets. 
Prices are generally higher and. sell- 
ers are having more trouble in mak- 
ing deliveries than in obtaining new 
business. Some mills in this country 
and abroad. have had to refuse new 
business except for delivery some 
months hence, Spinners are advauc- 
ing the price of yarns right along 
and weaverg are anxious to pay prices 
that seemed too high week ago. 
Good businéss is the rule : 

Shipment Figures Are Amazing. 

The movement of cotton into sight 
has been the heaviest on record for 
the past three weeks, last week reach- 
ing the large total of 707,986 bales 
(Chronicle figures). The total in sight 
for the season Nov. 1 was 4,458,744 bales 
against 4,572,111 for the same period 
last year. Interior receipts to the same 
date were 2,556,788 bales, against 2,566,- 
503 last year; port receipts 3,357,888 bal 
against 3,474,370 for the same period lag 
year; exports 2,402,607 bales, against 
2,510,021 last year. 

The weather has been somewhat un- 
favorable on account of too much rain 
In some seetions and the grade has 
suffered materially. Ginning has gone 
forward rapidly, however, and esti- 
mators who have been reducing their 
figures. on the crop say that this big 
ginning is indicative of early exhaus- 
tion. the contrary, others call at- 
tention to the fact that the figures. all 
along were too close to those of last 
year to indicate anything but @ large 
crop. 

In the principal spot markets of this 
country quotations are as follows: Gal- 
veston steady, 12%c; New Orleans 
steady, 12 1-16¢; Mobile 
11 18-16c; Savannah steady, 

Houston steady, 12%c; p 
steady, 12c; Augusta steady, 12 7-160; 
St. Louis steady, 12\c. 

Business is good. The demand is 
very satisfactory, but new business is 
still rather difficult on account of the 
high basis that has existed. There 
seems to be a good-sized short interest 
still, and this keeps spots at a high 
premium. Demand for good grades of 
good staple is exceptionally good, and 
cotton of this character brings a good 
price. 

The Census Bureau’s cotton ginning 
report issued Friday announced §8,- 
849,898 bales had been ginned in the 
United States prior to that date. 
Oklahoma ginnings, 593,366 bales, ex- 
ceeding any previous year’s report 
for that date, In the period from 
Oct. 18 to Nov. 1, there was ginnes 
1,976,000 bales, compared with &- 
635,052 bales last year, while the av- 
erage per working day was 164,824 
bales, cempared with 184,357 bales 
last year. Louisiana, with 261,686 
bales, had ginned a greater quantity 
than last year, but in all states east 
of the Mississippi: the ginnings were 
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below last year’s totals.

Findings of Public Service Com- 
mission to Be Known Within 
Two Weeks. 


IMPROVEMENTS OUTLINED 
Increase in Number of Cars Op- 


erated and Downtown 
Loops Suggested. 





The amount of water in the securities 
of the United Railways Co. will be of- 
ficially set forth in the exhaustive re- 
port of the Public Service Commission, 


to be filed with the Municipal Assem- 
bly within two weeks. 

The appraisal of the physical prop- 
erties of the company will show their 
exact value. This valuation is expected 
to be far below the outstanding stock 
and bond issues of the company. The 
excess of the outstanding securities over 
the actual physical value as determined 
by the commisston will be classified as 
“water.” 

While the commission will have no 
power to squeeze the water out of the 
stock and bonds of the company, the 
actual valuation will be used to deter- 
mine the capitalization upon which. the 
company may be properly allowed to 
earn dividends. It will be also a guide 
to the State Board of Equalization, 
which makes the assessment of United 
Railways properties. The company lists 
the value of its property with the 
Board of Equalization at approximately 


bonds of $106,000,000, a discrimination of 
approximately $100,000,000. It is assessed 
at about $19,000,000 by the State Board of 
Equalization. 

In the long expected report the com- 
mission will recommend the enactment 
of several laws to enable the city to 
compel many desired changes regulating 
the operation of the street railway lines.

Report in Two Volumes. 

The report will be in two volumes, The 
first book will be 300 pages, and will con- 
tain the findings and general recom- 
mendations of the commission. The 
tabulations of the value of the prop- 
erty and the stocks and bonds outstand- 
ing will be found in this volume. 

The second part of the report will con- 
tain 150 pages and will show by maps 
and tables the details of the changes 
recommended, the proposed loop system, 
the number of cars now used, the num- 
ber of passengers carried at various 
hours and the number of cars that could 
profitably be used by the company to im- 
prove the service. 

The report was delivered to the print- 
ors Thursday. A time limit of two weeks 
was fixed in which the printed report is 
to be delivered to the commission. If 
the printed volumes are delivered at the 
expiration of two weeks, Nov. 21, the re- 
port can be submitted to the Municipal 
Assembly at the meeting of the House 
and Council the next day. A penalty of 
10 per cent of the contract price has 
been stipulated by the city for a failure 
to deliver.the reports within the time 
limit.

| im ‘the archives of the college is a thin old 
volume in. which the items are written partly in 
Wrench, as the order of “Freres des Ecoles 
Ohretiennes” is of Gallic origin. This book is

who were ever connected with the faculty of the 
school. : 

At the bottom of a perfectly preserved page, 
Brother Joseph exhibited to a representative of 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine a series of 
entries in delicate handwriting, the subject of 
which, he asserted, was the reverend youth who 
was to discard tie habit, vows and austerities of 
the Christian Brothers and rise to the greatest and 
most complex municipal command in the world. 
Translated, the record reads: 


“Brother Adrian Denys, known in the world 
as James W. Gaynor, fils de (son of) Keron et de 
(and of) Elizabeth MHandright Gaynor; born 
Feb. 23, 1848, at Utica, N. Y.; entered Novitiate of 
New York Dec. 17, 1863; took the habit July 2, 
1864; arrived in St. Louis Aug. 18, 1865, from 
Thirty-second street, New York; taught third- 
class intermediate, second-class intermediate 
and fourth college class; took annual vows Aug. 
8, 1866; renewed them June 16, 1867; left St. 
Louis July 10, 1868, going to San Francisco, Cal.” 

Besides the romantic interest which this terse 
old record displays in itself, it is remarkable in 
that it presents certain variations when com- 
pared with Mayor Gaynor’s biography in Vol. VII 
o* ““‘Who’s Who,” the preface of which states: “As 
usual, the subject of each sketca has been given 
———— 4 to serutinine and revise the data 
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Mayor Wm. J. Gaynor. 


pertaining to himself, and a mfority of the 
sketches have been changed in some particular. 
In this authoritative way the autobiographical 
character of the book has Leen preserved.” 

In the first place, if the college record be ac- 
curate, there has been a transposition of Chris- 
tian names from “James W.” to “William J.,” 
and an abbreviation of “James” to its initial, 
spelled out as “Jay.” According to the “person- 
nel,” Gaynor was born in Utica, N. Y. “Who's 
Who” states his birthplace as ‘““‘Whitestown, Oneli- 
da, Co., N. V.“ Whitestown does not appear in 
the list of cities and towns in New York State 


‘in the Rand McNally Commercial Atlas of Amer- 


ica. Lippincott’s Gazetteer, under the item 
“Whitestown,” gives Whitesboro as a cross-ref- 
erence. The Rand McNally map shows Whites- 
boro to be a small village about five miles north- 
west of Utica, which is the capital of Oneida 
County. 

The “Who's Who” biography is not only silent 
concerning Gaynor’s career as a religious 4nd as 
av instructor in Christian Brothers College, but 
condenses his life. from his birth until 1873, five 
years after he is believed to have left St. Louis, 
into seventeen words, which are: 

“Born at Whitestown, Oneida Co., N. Y., 1851; 
educated Whitestown Seminary and in Boston; 
went to Brooklyn. 1873.”

N the last half of the sixth decade of the nineteenth century, when “James W.” Gay- 
nor of New York, under the name of Brother Adrian Denys, was an instructor in Chris- 
tian Brothers College, St. Louis, that institution stood at Eighth and Cerre streets.

To the north of it stood a flour mill operated by water power, which has left the name of

If the school record is not in error, Mayor 


Gaynor is three years older than he is generally 


supposed to be. The “Who’s Who” sketch and 
the current library index referring to the Mayor’s 
magazine writings state that he was born in 1851, 
which ‘would make his age 61 years. In an ar- 
ticle in the ‘“World’s Work” periodical two years 
ago, containing an intimate interview with Gay- 
nor, William Bayard Hale, a well-known author, 
gave the Mayor’s age at that time as 59, years. 
But, according to the college records, “James 
\W. Gaynor” was born in 1848 and would therefore 
be 64 years old today. This calculation is con- 
sistent with other items in the “personnel,” but 
not with the ‘““Who’s Who” biography. Whatever 
his precocity, and perhaps it was unusual, Gaynor 
could not, under the rules of the order, have been 
an assistant professor at 14 years or have taken 
the vows at 15. The lowest age at which a can- 
didate is received into the fraternity is 14 years, 
and the first vows cannot be taken before the 
eighteenth birthday. But in his having been a 
teacher at 17 and having taken the vows at 18, as 
his age was in 1865 and 1866, respectively, if he 
was born in 1848, there is nothing conflicting 
with the constitutions of the Christian Brothers 
of with probability. 
‘Tm what manner of at what time Brother Adrian 
abandoned the religious life is not definitely 
known in St. Louis. The local records cease with 


—- 


the departure for San Francisco, to aid Brother 
Justin in establishing a college there. But St. 
Louis members of the order are unanimous in 
stating that in leaving the fraternity Brother 
Adrian did not violate his vows, which expired @ 
month before he started for San Francisco. 

These vows, which among the Ctristian Brothers 
are those of poverty, chastity, obedience, stability 
and of teaching gratuitously, are of three kinds. 
Annual vows may be taken at 18 years ot age, and 
be renewed or not, as the aspirant wishes. Trien- 
nial yows may be taken only by those who are 24 
years old and who have spent five years in the 
society. To be eligible for final, or irrevocable 
vows, the candidate must be 28 years old and have 
spent eight years in the society. 

Brother Adrian left St. Louis at the age of 20 
and did not .emain in the work in California, ac- 
cording to Brother Lawrence, for more than a 
year. When he left the order, therefore, he was 
three years too young to take triennial vows and 
seven years too young to “make profession,” as 
the assuming of final vows is commonly called. 

“Brother Adrian was as free to leave the order,” 
said Brother Lawrence, “as a man is to resign his 
position at the expiration of his corftract with his 
employer.” With a smile the coliege president 
added: “Gaynor did not prove to have the voca- 
tion of a Christian Brother.”

The Kinloch film is just like any ‘other—made 
of the same material and wound off the ree] for 
show purposes by turning a crank as is done in 
thousands of .moving-pieMre theaters. No un- 
usual circumstances attended its making. 

The chief circumstance that occasioned the 
creation of the reel was the fact that for the 
first time, and upto now for the only time, ex- 
President Roosevelt made an aeroplane ascension 
and voyage. His was a safe voyage, as it turned 
out. He simply ascended; made two circuits of 
the field, and came down, Thete were no ac- 
cidents that bright October day for the camera to 
tecord. There was»nothing extraordinary about 
the occasion except that an ex-President of the 
United States was an aeroplane passenger.

So, of course, everybody who couldn’t see the 
Colone] in actual aeroplane flight wanted to see 
him go. voyaging in the pictures, for at the 
moment he. had reached the apex of his fame, 
having been likened by the discriminating, Col. 
Watterson’ to. the. first Napoleon, whose fanie 
beacon flares widest in all history. Wherefore 
if. came about that the Aero Club of St. Louis 
was privileged to produce a picture film that 
was its own passport to popularity. 

That this reel, “made a hit” wherever it was 
shown .is attested by many facts, among them 
the fact that it became popular as a club enter- 
tainment feature. It has become apiece of 
pictorial history, visual chronicle of the first 
and only ‘aeroplane voyage made by a man who 
has served as President of the United States. 

With Col. Roosevelt in the machine driven to 
the: grounds by Henry W. Kiel were Gov. Had- 
ley of Missouri, later with him in Chicago and 
then again not with him in the ensuing political 
campaign; Eugene Cuendet, St. Louis capitalist 
and clubman, and Sheriff Louis Nolte. All these 
show plainly in the film pietures. 

Three robust, active young men appear from 
time to time in the picture. They were Ralph 
Wohnstone, Arch Hoxsey and A. L. Welch, flying 
partners, pilots of biplanes. Already Johnstone 
and Hoxsey were famous as aviators. Hoxsey 


was to be more celebrated from that day, for it~ 


was he who won the privilege of taking up Col. 
“Roosevelt as a passenger. 

When this film was known chiefly for its de 
piction of the Roosevelt air voyage it was inter- 
esting mainiy for that. ‘Later it began to 
— a new element of interest. 

As event followed event, in the careers of the 
men concerned, spectators of the reel began to 
feel a curious, uncanny sort of interest in it. 
After a few months it became known as the “St. 
Louis death reel,” for before the close of 1910 
both Johnstone and Hoxsey had fallen to their 
deaths, the first at Denver, the other at Los 
Angeles. When Hoxsey plunged down, the peo- 
ple who had seen the Kinloch film reeleg off were 
inclined to put the query, “Suppose he had fallen 
when he took Roosevelt up?”

He 
won the international balloon race that started 
from the latter. city last year and finished second 
in the race that started from St. Louis the year 
before. It is in: the start of this noted race that 
Gericke is shown on the death reel. 

Od both the Kansas City and the st. Louis 
voyages Gericke Was given up as lost. He made 


‘468 miles’on -thé flight from Kansas City and 


1127.5 miles on the one from St. Louis, landing 
near Ladysmith, Wis., on the first occasion and 
in the wilds of Canada on the second.” He was 
killed by a fall In Germany a few days ago. 

Among those who aré shown prominently in 
the film were several. well-known St. Louisans 
not yet mentioned. Albert Bond Lambert, owner 
of the reel; James E. Smith, formerly (president

as himself. He was W. H. Gray of Houston, 
Tex. 

But it was soon recognized that in this Texan, 
with his cold, keen eyes and rocky chin, there 
had emerged into fame one of the most formid- 
able among the many dangerous enemies who 
have arisen against Standard Oi). His hatred 
of the vast corporation has been equaled by that 
of many others. But in him it was armed with 
a most powerful weapon—a passion’ for facts, 
for exact information. He had united the two 
faculties with deadly effect. 


Gratifying his hatred by means of his statis-. 


tical gifts, he had burrowed into the darkest 
recesses, followed with the relentlessn of an 
Indian the obscurest trails, and unraveled with 
the patience of a Texas ranger the most com- 
plicated clews; until, when he came forth again 
into the light, he was a living storehouse of ac- 
curate information concerning every ramification 
of the mést complex industrial organization the 
world has ever seen. 

The vast litigation in which Standard Oil has 
been engaged for 30 years, in suits Federal, 
State and commercial, would alone tax the brain 
of a Supreme Court Judge. Gray has-every de- 
tail of this enormous puzzle at the ends of his 
fingers. 

The relations of Standard Oil to its 33 subsid- 
iary companies, the changes of names and of 
officers which have accompanied the efforts of 
the latter to evade the law, the endless windings 
and turnifigs of this hydra-headed corporation, 
would make a Philadelphia lawyer throw up his 
hands.

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WORLD’S GREATEST MILK 


NE of the oldest ‘and most valuable of 
all dairy breeds of cattle is the Holstein- 
Fresian, that strongly marked, beautiful 

animal of North Holstein and Friesland. Inter- 
est in this breed is becoming marked at this 
time and many admirers of Jerseys, Guernseys 
Ayrshires, Devons, Dutch Belted, Polled Dur- 
hams, Red Polls and Shorthorns are turning their 
attention to the strongly marked blagk and white 
Holsteins. This breed is noted for jarge frame, 
strong bone, abundance of flesh, silken coat, ex- 
treme docility and large yield of mil. 

About two years ago Josephine, a Holstein 
dairy cow'owned by the agricultural college of = 
the University of Missouri, took the world’s milk 
record from Johanna, a Holland dairy cow owned 
by J..W. Gillett, of Rosendale, Wis: Johanna’s 
record for six months totalled 15,541 pounds of 
milk. Josephine’s total for the same period was 
16,744 pounds. Johanna’s best single month in 
her year’s test was 2783 pounds, agrinst Jose- 


phine’s high mark for one month of 2960 pounds. 


Valdessa Scott II, a Holstein - Fresian cow 
owned by Bernard Meyer, of Finderne, LN. J., has’ 


days she produced 2929.9 pounds of ailk and 
164.27 .pounds of butter. There were three re- 
tests in connection with these records, in which 
time the cow was under constant watch day and 
night and by different supervisors.

So the first thing which confronted this young 
prosector when he wanted to do the things that 
so many others~- had failed to do was to find a 
new way to. bind the several tissues together 
again. This he did ‘with the stitch of which 1 
have spoken, 


In practice it is hardly so easy as it looks, 
but in theory it is beautifully simple. He simply 
brings the ends of an artery together and 
catches them with a needle that is put through 
three times in such a way as to form a little 
triangle, as you may see in the illustration which 
is from the original. drawing made by Dr. 
Carre] when he first described it in a medical 
journal. 

Then each corner of this triangle is gently 
pulled so that the little tube of the artery or 
vein is drawn into a kind of triangular shape. 
While the ends are thus held in plate by an as- 
sistant the surgeon takes the ends or flaps that 
thus lie flat on each side of the triangle and 
binds them together with a ,whip stitch, “over 
and over,” just as the seamstress does when she 
wishes to join two pieces of cloth with the least 
possible seam or ridge. . 

When one side is done the vein is turned over 
and another side stitched up, and then the 
third, and the operation its complete, It is be- 
cause it is so rapid and so simple that in this 
field of surgical practice the Carrel method, as 
it is known, has practically superseded all the 
older Nuraivane as Pedy are called by pepe:

But this. is ‘by no. méans aii there was in the 
new method. Instead of the coarse, clumsy 
threads usually employed, Dr. Carrel took the 
finest silk that had the requisite strength. And 
he used the finest needles that would do the 
work—number 14 or 16. - With the aid of these 
he was able to make a very close stitch, with 
very small holes from the. insertion of the 
needle, | 

But more ingenious still was his idea of gen- 
tly stretching the artery so that when the ten- 
sion was released it would spring back and thus 
close up even these small openings. For the 
tissue of the artery is quite elastic and may be 
stretched somewhat like a rubber band. 

The threads were very carefully soaked in 
vaseline/or latterly in paraffin, and throughout 











his work Dr. Carrel insists upon the most rigid . 


asepsis, which means simply the most scrupu- 
lous avoidance of contamination by germs. 

It is with this method, piws the infinite pre- 
cautions which he takes; that Dr. Carrel has 
been able to astonish and bewilder not merely 
the outside public, but his own profession with 
the marvels he performs. 

Of all the organs of thé body the heart is the 
one whith seems as if it could be tampered with 
least. Stop it for only a few moments and it is 
exceedingly difficult to set it going again. But 


Dr. Carrel very early in his experiments was 


able to cut the heart out from & small dog whicu 
had been chloroformed and killed, open the 
throat of a larger dog and graft the little heart 
into the coronary circulation, as it is known, and 
tu make two hearts literally beat as one! 

And it was more than an hour after the sma)l- 
er dog had been killed that his heart was trans- 
ferred to the neck of the largér one and nearly

nect arteries. 


He has patched and grafted and interchanged 
and turned about and transplanted nearly every 
important organ or part which has a semi-sép- 
arate existence. And in the same way he has 
taken the leg off one dog and put it on another, 
taken parts of one animal and put them into 
anodther—in a word,, played with the animal ma- 
chine as if it were so much potters’ clay in his 
hands. 

All this, it should be remarked, is not with 
cold-blooded animals like newts or frogs, but 
with highly developed vertebrates and mam- 
mals, whose organization and mode of life is 
so similar to our own that the experimental re- 
sults obtained from them may be applied with 
almost perfect certainty to relieving human suf- 
fering and curing human ills. 


From -juggling thus with limbs and organs, 
Dr. Carrel went on to playing with the living tis- 
sue itself. He takes now single “cells” or groups 

of cells—the microscopic units of which all living 

things are made—and keeps these alive and 
growing for weeks and months after the organ 
or tissue from which they were taken has been 
thrown on the scrap heap, or, more literally, to 
the dogs. 

It was for thig work that Dr. Carrel has been 
rewarded with oné of the munificent prizes from 
the fund established by the late Alfred Nobel,:a 
Swedish manufacturer who made a fortune in 
aynamite. Five of these prizes are given each 
year, each amounting to nearly $40,000 in our 
money. 

Dr. “Alexis Carrel is only 39, hardly\ more than 
at the beginning of his career. He came to 
America about eight years ago, first to Montreal, 
then to Chicago, then to the Rockefeller [nsti- 
tute, which, under guidance of Dr. Flexner, is 
gathering together such a group of rétharkable 
men, Dr. Carrel speaks and writes. admirable 
English. He is an extremely modest mean, very 
enthusiastic in his work, very cautious in his 
conclusions and quite lacking in those dormatic 
ways of thought which possess somé. scientific 
men, 

efor example, Dr. Carrel is deeply interested in 
the subject of miracles. You see that. he is not 
interested in merely making money. If he were 
he could easily make twice the amount of .e 
Nobel prize every year from his marvelous skill 
as a surgeon. There are several surgeons in 
New York who make that much. They use his 
methods and ride about in automobiles with the 
proceeds. Dr. Carrel has no automobile.
